Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Goder 
etal. (U.S. patent #5,617,015). 

Goder et al. disclose the claimed subject matters a multi-output DC-DC converter (figure 
1), including a main switch (figure 1, item 14), a DC input voltage to the inductor (figure 
1 , item Vin and item 12), a multitude of output switches (figure 1 , item sw1 , sw2 and 
sw3), a controller (figure 1, item 38), a multitude of comparator (figure 1, item 30-34), a 
means for determining (figure 1, item Voutl-VoutN), a reference (column 3, line 55-65), 
a means for generating cycle (figure 1, item 40), a sequencer (column 4, 25-30), a cycle 
associate with output voltage (column 4, line 20-25), a means for allocating (column 5, 
5-65) and an associate reference voltage is lower (column 3, line 45-50) and associated 
reference is higher (column 4, line 1-65).
